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DESIGN CHANGE PITS CHICAGO’S WILLIS TOWER 
AGAINST NEW YORK’S ONE WORLD TRADE CENTER

TALLESl IN 
AMERICA? 


For years, architecture buffs have assumed that Willis 
Tower’s days as America’s tallest building were num- 
bered. The One World Trade Center tower in New Abrk 
was going to top it with the help of a spire that would 
rise to a symbolic height of 1,776 feet, evoking the year 
of the Declaration of Independence. That would eclipse 
the Willis, which rises to 1,451 feet. 

But questions have arisen about i WTC’s ultimate 
height, and they could be resolved in a way that lets Wil- 
lis Tower retain its title as the nation’s tallest. 

It turns out that i WTC’s spire is actually a broadcast 
antenna that was supposed to be sheathed in a decora- 
tive cladding. This aesthetic feature would have made 
the antenna an integral part of the building’s design—

and thus, technically a spire. Spires count in height mea- 
surements. Antennas don’t. 

But now, according to The Associated Press, the clad- 
ding has been shelved due to maintenance issues. That 
puts the focus on the Chicago-based Council on Tall 
Buildings and Urban Habitat, which sets height mea- 
surement standards. 

“We are aware that changes have been announced to 
the design of the structure on top of One World Trade 
Center, which may affect the final height measurement 
of the building” the council said in a statement. 

The Council said that with i WTC not yet complete, 
a final determination on its height remains to be deter- 
mined.

A day after President Obama endorsed equal 
marriage rights for gay and lesbian couples, 
Ctov. Quinn made it clear he stands with the 
president on the politically divisive issue of 
marriage equality 

The governor signed a bill legalizing civil 
unions in Illinois last year but long has been 
vague about whether he supports same-sex 
marriage. OnThursday a Quinn spokeswoman 
left no room for equivocation, expressing the 
governor’s strongest stance on the issue since 


he ascended to the state’s top office in 2009. 

“Gov. Quinn joins with President Obama 
in supporting marriage equality and looks 
forward to working on this issue in the future 
with the General Assembly,” Quinn spokes- 
woman Mica Matsoff said 

These words of political support resonate 
deeply in the gay and lesbian community- 
many shed joyous tears when the president 
made his statement ^X^dnesday— but activists 
acknowledge that this historic moment likely 
will have little short-term effect on legislative 


attempts to legalize gay marriage in Illinois. 

“The effect is largely psychological,” said 
Bernard Cherkasov, chief executive officer of 
the gay and lesbian civil rights group Equality 
Illinois. “It levels the playing field for our com- 
munity to say we have, at every level of public 
service, people who support marriage equal- 
ity But even the president himself recognized 
that this has to be done state by state.” 

Supporters of the gay marriage bill pending 
in the Illinois House aren’t Hkely to call it for 
a vote before lawmakers are scheduled to go 


home May 31. 

“I think we have a few other things on our 
plate, like pensions, health care, Medicaid, 
public safety, education, the state budget, and 
I think that’s going to take all of our time and 
attention,” said Rep. Greg Harris (D- Chica- 
go), who is sponsoring the bill. 

Rick Garcia, director of the Equal Marriage 
Illinois project at 'The Civil Rights Agenda, put 
it more succinctly: “T'here has been a same-sex 
marriage bill out there since maybe 2006 in 
Springfield, and it’s going nowhere fast.”

In the five years since it first opened in Boys- 
town, the community center has evolved into a 
hub for lesbian, gay bisexual and transgender 
Chicagoans. From senior services to youth 
programming, the center offers its clients a 
menu of health, sports, culture and recreation- 
al events that draw people from all over. 

Billed as the largest of its kind in the Mid- 
west, the center will celebrate its transition 
from fledgling community facility to LGBT 
institution with the Human First gala Satur- 
day Celebrities including k.d. lang and Andy 
Cohen will perform, and more than i,ooo 
partygoers are expected. The official anni- 
versary of the center’s opening will take place 
June I, but as the center reflects on the time 
passed, RedEye took the opportunity to chat 
with CEO Modesto Tico Valle. 

Valle has been with the center since be- 
fore its opening, working as a volunteer, as a 
member of the board of directors and other 
positions along the way He discussed the 
long road to opening the center, which sprang 
from the minds of those at Horizons Com- 
munity Center more than a decade ago, and 
what keeps the facility so central to the LGBT 
community in Chicago. 

What were some of the issues when you were 
trying to open the center five years ago? 

There were a couple of concerns. One, mak- 
ing sure that this project was transparent 
to the community and transparent because 
Chicago had two false starts creating a com- 
munity center. So there was some hesitancy 


{Like,} “Here we go again. Will the monies be 
used the right way? Can we raise the money?” 
It wasn’t so much Horizons [Community 
Center] who had embarked upon that jour- 
ney but other organizations and, for what- 
ever reasons, it never materialized for the 
creation of a center. So transparency was a 
concern of ours, to make sure the community 
was informed every step of the way and that 
we were bringing them along in the process. 

How will transgender issues play into the 
future of the center? 

It’s definitely part of the mission but as we 
look to the future, we’re in the process of 
strategic planning, transgender individuals are 
very much going to be a priority Tfansgender 
equality we have so much more work to do 
there. And when we look at our next five years, 
you will see the center moving toward more 
of an advocacy work. I think we’ve been doing 
that in the last five years, but I think we’re go- 
ing to be more strategic and purposeful. 

Tell us why the center selected the two 
celebrities it did for the gala. 

We have focused always on LGBT people, 
and both Andy and k.d. are those individuals, 
k.d. was going on tour this year and we just 
felt like it was a good fit for us, someone of 
her caliber. ... We kind of threw some names 
out and everyone was like, “Oh my God, if 
you could get k.d., that would be fabulous.” 

... And when [Cohen’s] name surfaced, and 
we threw it out to poll among the staff and 
some donors and participants, there was a 
big following. ... We landed two very popular 
individuals who are gay and lesbian and we’re

Kurz said there are at least seven owner- 
ship groups— none of whom currently in- 
volved with the team— interested in ponying 
up to buy the team, valued at around $3 mil- 
lion, according to Crain’s Chicago Business. 

“[Chicago] is absolutely essential [to 
the future of the league],” Kurz said. “It’s a 
cornerstone; it’s where the league office is, 
that’s why the league is operating them this 
year- no different than the NHL with the 
Coyotes.”

Working with director Tim Burton, Johnny 
Depp has played many eccentric characters 
in the movies— a monster, filmmaker, killer, 
candymaker and even the Mad Hatter— but 
he had never portrayed a vampire until “Dark 
Shadows,” in which he stars as the aristocratic 
Barnabas Collins. 

The odd couple of Hollywood can check 
that character off their list with the Friday 
debut of comedic thriller “Dark Shadows,” 
based on the classic TV soap opera that ran 
from 1966-71 about vampires, werewolves and 
witches populating a ghostly manor house in 
the countryside. 

In an era that seems made for sexy blood- 
suckers with six-pack abs— TV’s “True Blood” 
and “The Vampire Diaries” as well as the “Twi- 
light” movies— Depp and Burton took an op- 
posite approach. They hark back to the 1970s 
with a tongue-in-cheek homage to the TV 
show that, among its many storylines, told of 
a vampire in a dark and never-ending search 


for his long-ago love, Josette. 

“Tim and I talked early on: a vampire should 
look like a vampire,” Depp told reporters re- 
cently “It was a rebellion against vampires 
that looked like underwear models.” 

Depp plays well-dressed, well-heeled vam- 
pire Barnabas Collins who is turned into 
an otherworldly being in 1750 from a curse 
by spurned lover Angelique Bouchard (Eva 
Green), a witch who then buries him alive. He 
wakes up in 1972 to learn his family home has 
fallen into disrepair and the lives of his descen- 
dants— played by Michelle Pfeiffer, Johnny 
Lee Miller and Chloe Grace Moretz— are in 
disarray He is determined to restore them all 
to their former glory when he learns his old 
nemesis, now named Angie, rules the town in 
which they all live. 

Depp said he used to watch the TV show 
when he was a boy and always dreamed of 
bringing it to the big screen. It wasn’t until he 
and Burton worked together on the macabre 
musical “Sweeney Todd: The Demon Barber

^t rather than creating an updated ver- 
sion set in present day Depp and Burton 
set their sights on the 1970s, and let the ec- 
centricities of that era clash with Barnabas’ 
1 8th century comfort zone. 

“I wanted Barnabas to come across as 
... this very elegant upper echelon, well- 
schooled gentleman who’s cursed in the 
1 8th century and brought back to prob- 
ably the most surreal era of our time— the 
1970S — and how he would react to things,” 
Depp said. “Not just with technology and 
automobiles and such, but actual items of 
enjoyment for people like pet rocks, fake 
flowers, plastic fruit, troll dolls, lava lamps

series, books written about the characters 
and the plot lines. At his first meeting with 
Depp and Burton, Grahame-Smith recalls 
Depp pantomiming the vampire’s move- 
ments, while Burton was suggesting that 
Barnabas’ fingers need be one joint longer. 

‘A lot was born in those early meetings,” 
he said. “What I needed to know about the 
tone, I relied on them because they were 
there watching the shows as kids and lov- 
ing the show They still have that knowl- 
edge of it and that love for it.” 

So much love in fact, that as Depp be- 
gan exploring different ideas for playing 
Barnabas, he decided “it had to be rooted” 
in original actor Jonathan Frid’s stoic por- 
trayal of the vampire. 


Depp called Frid’s version of Collins a “clas- 
sic monster,” reminiscent of the types found 
in horror magazine Fangoria coupled with “a 
kind of rigidity to him— that pull up the back, 
this elegance that was always there.” 

If anyone appreciated Depp’s take on 
Collins, it was Frid himself, who died last 
month at age 87. (He makes a cameo ap- 
pearance in the film alongside original cast 
members Kathryn Leigh Scott, Lara Parker 
and David Selby). 


“He had written me a letter a couple 
of years before and signed a photograph 
to me— that sort of passing the baton 
to Barnabas— which I thought was very 
sweet,” said Depp, recalling that Frid also 
brought his original Barnabas cane for the 
cameo. 

Burton described that day of shooting as 
“like having the Pope come visit ... part of 
the reason we were there is because those 
people inspired us.”

A movie about the 
undead can still be 
DOA. 

As Barnabas Col- 
lins, an i8th century 
vampire awoken in 
1972, Johnny Depp 
and his zesty delivery 
can get a laugh out 
of an unimaginative 
line like, “My God, a 
woman doctor; what 

an age this is.” The actor is taking big bites 
out of a small, stale dish, though. 

Based on the TV soap Depp loved as a kid, 
“Dark Shadows” stirs elements that by now 
require major inspiration to stand out from 
every other eccentric character existing at an 
incongruous time (“Encino Man,” ‘Austin Pow- 
ers”) and countless recent vampires laboring to 
protect their families and control the need for 
blood. Collaborating for the eighth time, Depp 
and director Tim Burton could tackle a dark yet 
PG-13-rated tale in their sleep. 

Freed from a coffin two centuries after his 
ex-lover/witch Angelique (Eva Green) kills 
his loved ones and turns him into a vampire, 
Barnabas returns to his family’s Maine estate, 
which retains little of the swagger he pro- 
vided back when heating 200 rooms wasn’t 
so pricey Now Elizabeth (Michelle Pfei- 
ffer) struggles to keep the Collins seafood 
business alive. The new, waifish governess 
(Bella Heathcote) bears a striking resem- 
blance to Barnabas’ late love, which is good 
news for Barnabas and a thorn in the side 
of Angelique, whose twisted affections and 
jealousy haven’t aged a day 

First-time feature writer Seth Grahame- 
Smith’s jokes spring from the most basic 
notions of a vampire transported to the ’70s. 
Barnabas balks at a Troll doll and fixates on a 
lava lamp, calling it a “pulsating blood urn.” 

He wonders if he’s seeing Mephistopheles; 
it’s actually the McDonald’s arches. Barnabas 
claims 15-year-old Carolyn (Chloe Grace 
Moretz) should hurry and have a child while 
her “birthing hips” call for it. You get the idea. 

Perhaps if “Dark Shadows” functioned as 
a beautifully tragic love story or hilariously 
clever collision between ’70s open-minded- 
ness and monstrous rigidity, the movie would 
become more than an ordinary aimless 
tale of a spurned lover who happens to be a 
witch. Instead, this revival only gives reason 
to expect a big-screen “Sabrina the Teenage 
Witch” in 2042.

When Peter (Chris- 
topher Denham) and 
his girlfriend, Lorna 
(Nicole Vicius), walk 
blindfolded into a 
basement after giving 
up their valuables, 
the couple appears 
to be entering a nightmare of “Human 
Centipede” proportions. That’s virtually the 
highest-proportion nightmare you can have. 

Actually, these two aspiring documen- 
tary filmmakers have gone undercover to 
infiltrate a very low-budget cult in which the 
leader, Maggie (Winnetka native Brit Mar- 
ling), claims to have returned from the year 
2054. Maggie admits she realized her time- 
traveling awhile after she woke up naked and 
face-down in a motel bathtub, remembering 
nothing but her name. Regardless, Maggie 
amasses a handful of people in this basement, 
where a not-at-all-legit-looking guy named 
Klaus (Richard Wharton) apparently serves 
as chief executive officer of absurd secret 
handshakes. 

Featuring an original score by Rostam 
Batmanglij of Vampire Weekend (brother 
of director Zal Batmanglij, who wrote the 
script with Marling), “Sound of My Voice”

recalls the eerie menace of “Martha Marcy 
May Marlene” without any of the latter film’s 
unsettling charisma or understanding of lost 
souls. Maggie tells the folks in the basement, 
“Let go of you; become the group,” but 
“Voice” fails to illuminate what makes these 
people feel both broken down and rewarded 
enough to stick around. It’s not Maggie, who 
lacks the eccentric leadership of Patrick 
(John Hawkes) in “Martha,” despite Maggie’s 
alleged time-traveling abilities. 

Wisely the film allows skepticism to ap- 
pear when Maggie’s anecdotes grow particu- 
larly unconvincing. Yet Batmanglij and Mar- 
ling should have resisted an attempt to close 
with open-ended mystery, tying in a subplot 
about an 8 -year-old girl (Avery Kristen Pohl) 
at the school where Peter teaches. 

Not only is there a relatively simple 
explanation to an intended mind-blower, but 
it doesn’t pose the same fascinating hypo- 
thetical as the conclusion of ‘Another Earth.” 
That ending, despite the film’s contrivances, 
will twist your brain. “Sound of My Voice” is 
merely an idea getting warmed up.

Ramirez) long to hop 
a bus to “adult-ville,” 

I couldn’t help but 
think of ‘Arrested 
Development” and 
what Michael (Jason 
Bateman) tells his son George Michael (Mi- 
chael Cera) when dad thinks the boy refers 
to sex as “Pop Pop”: “The mere fact that you 
call making love ‘Pop Pop,’ ” he says, “tells me 
that you’re not ready” 

Without much guidance from single 
mom Grace (Eva Mendes) and her two jobs, 
Ansiedad desperately wants to fast-forward 
through childhood and arrive at the point 
kids think exists— when adulthood hits and 
everyone understands everything. So she 
researches adolescent rites of passage and 
maps them out on her bulletin board, plan- 
ning to demonstrate potential and blow it, 
and infiltrate the popular crowd, and betray 
her best friend, and lose her virginity in the 
course of a couple of weeks.

Eva Mendes’ hot mama role 
might be purr-feet timing

“I’ve been playing moms since ‘Training Day’ and I was 25 
when I made that,” Eva Mendes says. “Being a bad mom 
should come easily by now” 

So don’t read too much into her role in “Girl in Prog- 
ress,” opening Friday The veteran spokes-model, queen of 
men’s magazine covers, a woman who, onscreen, is adept 
at “keying into both male and female fantasies of wom- 
anhood” (Interview Magazine), just turned 38. But that 
doesn’t mean she’s quite ready to transition into “mom” 
roles. Even if her character, a self-absorbed and immature 
mother of a teen (Cierra Ramirez) who needs her, is what 
Susan Sarandon likes to call “a mom ... with legs.” 

“’A mom with legs,”’ Mendes purrs. “I can work with 
that.” 

“Girl in Progress,” from the director of “Under the Same 
Moon (La Misma Luna),” checks in on the train wreck of 
a life Grace (Mendes) is leading. She’s a struggling wait- 
ress and maid having an affair with a married man. And we 
see the train wreck about to happen that is her daughter, 
whom Grace thoughtlessly named Ansiedad (Anxiety). 
Grace has made mistakes and seems helpless to intervene 
when her very smart daughter sets out to pass several teen 
“rites of passage” that could put her on the same dead-end 
life course Mom followed. 


“Grace is so human, so incredibly flawed,” Mendes says. 
“She’s trying her best, and failing. Miserably She’s failing 
to be a ‘present’ mom, failing to be a stable influence on 
her daughter’s life.” 

A favorite scene illustrating this? Mendes lit up for that 
one. 

“I’m smoking in the car with the girls, my daughter and 
her friend, riding with me,” she says. “I’m smoking a real 
cigarette, and I’m kind of blowing smoke in their faces. 
That’s like the ultimate sign of a bad mom, kind of our ul- 
timate taboo. ... That scene encapsulates Grace, and the 
movie. She’s not considerate, not necessarily smart and 
not a mom who thinks things through. That’s her.” 

But Mendes found redeeming qualities in her charac- 
ter, as actors are wont to do. She points out the sacrifices 
Grace makes to give Ansiedad a chance. 

Mendes stiU isn’t letting on much about her own 
thoughts on motherhood (she’s been in a relationship with 
Ryan Gosling since last fall). And she’s still getting plenty 
of offers to play women who aren’t moms. 

She’s very high on the upcoming “The Place Beyond the 
Pines,” in which she co-stars with Gosling, and the sci-fi 
fantasy “Holy Motors,” by Leos Carax, “a movie where I 
have a big role, and not one single line of dialogue! I love 
that. I’m trying to make all my movies more like that.”

That sounds good from a 
level-headed, liberal perspective-until one 
considers that kind of thinking has fueled 
genocide throughout history. 

Working with even more disillusioned 
anger than “Idiocracy,” Goldthwait doesn’t 
indict this approach as much as he thinks. 
Nevertheless, “America,” despite recogniz- 
ing some easy targets, possesses a daring 
point of view connecting rude pop culture 
and citizens losing grip on common cour- 
tesy. Normal is the new weird and edgy 
has lost its edge, despite the boatloads of 
people trying to one-up each other. 



evolve {laughs} giant, enormous brains. I 
don’t think it’s holding us back.

I’m 
just saying personally I can do better. And I 
did make a decision a few years ago to stop 
watching certain shows. I don’t have any 
answers with this movie. It’s just really me 
taking the temperature in a comedic way 
hopefully of who are we and where are we 
going. 

Won’t some people watch this and take plea- 
sure in seeing some of these people shot? 

Yes, and I think you should because it’s done 
as a satire. It’s very cartoony I hope it works 
for people where eventually you’re cheering 
for these things and you’re also questioning 
why you are.

Premise

The scene: The wood-slatted facade 
of Premise makes it look like an old- 
timey tavern, but inside, the coat-checking hostess 
and rows of stark white high-backed chairs will clue 
you into the fact that it’s much more a restaurant 
than a bar. 

Sizing up the food: Dishes are available a la carte, 
but chef Brian Runge is focusing on multi-course 
dinners. Starting this week, you can choose from 
three ($50), five ($65) or eight ($90) courses. If you 
go in wanting to split a couple of appetizers with a 
friend, you’ll be hungry-it’s not that kind of place.

Likes: For a first course, p ittle globes of hone ydew 
mion wit h cucumber, candied peanuts and| 
buttermilk | ($11) make a springy take on a salad, 
while fava bean agnolotti ($16) with smoky ham 
and meaty morel mushrooms was just the right 
mix of salty and rich. As for entrees, golden brown 
cod ($24) with briny clams and curly fronds of 
fiddlehead fern was a surprising but satisfying 
combo. Gorgeously ruby-red rare slices of lamb 
($26) rocked with crispy fried chickpeas, baby 
zucchini, spicy Greek yogurt and green almonds- 
airy, refreshing morsels that tasted like cucumber 
seeds blown up into little balloons. The lengthy 
cocktail menu for which In Fine Spirits was known 
has been replaced by a shorter list of classics ($10- 
$11), but the barrel-aged negroni with a chunk of 
hand-chipped ice proves the place still has cocktail 
chops. 


Gripes: The only dish I didn’t love was the carrot 
cake ($10) with pea gelato (peas and carrots, get 
it?), which lacked the spice and richness I expected 
from a twist on such a traditional dessert. Servers 
were pleasant and confident but mistaken at times 
(they said the clams were oysters and the green 
almonds were zucchini) and my not-quite-finished 
drink was snatched away without asking (my 
biggest dining pet peeve). 


Bottom line: There are wrinkles to smooth out as 
Premise gets into its groove, but most everything 
on the plate left my taste buds happy. The thing 
I’m unsure about is whether diners will feel 
comfortable indulging in multicourse dinners in a 
room that, despite efforts to the contrary, still kind 
of feels like a bar. It works for Longman & Eagle in 
Logan Square, but whether it’ll fly in Andersonville 
is anyone’s guess. 


Recently shuttered spots Duchamp in Bucktown and In Fine Spirits in Ander- 
sonville are miles apart, but they had plenty in common: Both were well-loved 
for their patios, well-mixed cocktails and shareable, snackable fare. And this 
spring, both spaces have taken on brand-new identities. 

The owners of In Fine Spirits chucked the wine bar vibe to switch gears to 
fine dining, and hired former Graham Elliot chef de cuisine Brian Runge to 
lead the charge at Premise, open since mid-April. Duchamp was bought by a 
new set of owners and opened last week as Red Door, with chef Troy Graves in 
the kitchen.

The background: After Bucktown favorite 
Meritage shuttered in 2007, chef Troy Graves 
bounced around a bit, running the kitchen at 
now-closed Tallulah and Eve and briefly con- 
sulting at Cantina 46.

they demanded my undivided attention, so 
during a meal, I’d go for one of the European or 
American microbrews off the beer list. 

Why it*s a restaurant: Graves takes risks with 
familiar dishes such as ricotta gnocchi ($8), 
which has a slightly gummy texture that’s 
redeemed by perfectly charred escarole and 
bright golden raisins and tangerine. Generally, 
international flavor mashups are a success, 
as with the delicate, plump buttermilk-fried 
oysters ($8) with a crunchy kimchee garnish. 
Sometimes, though, dishes could be stream- 
lined. Asparagus and an unnecessary pile of 


shaved frozen foie gras distract from the crisp 
duck leg confit that accompanies decadent 
brioche French toast ($16). When in doubt, stick 
with the simpler menu items. 

Bottom line: There’s equal reason to come 
here for a drink or for a multicourse meal, both 
of which would taste even better on the sprawl- 
ing fenced-in patio, open any night the weath- 
er’s warm. Though the menu hops all over the 
globe, dishes generally are balanced enough to 
prevent culinary jet lag.

What makes this scenario different 
is that the consultant isn’t hawking egg 
sheers or lipstick. Instead, she’s sharing the 
buzz on the latest vibrators, lubricants and 
other bedroom accessories. 

It’s a creative, blush-free way to bring 
these products to women who may be 
squeamish or shy But are the attendees 
walking away with more than just a bag of 
sex toys? 

Sex toy parties have been around since 
the 1970 S, although they didn’t truly begin 
to gain popularity until the ’ 80 s and ’ 90 s. 
These days, such get-togethers have gone 
mainstream. 


It’s estimated that there are tens of 
thousands of consultants in this country, 
working for Pure Romance, Passion 
Parties, Intimate Expressions or one of the 
many other franchises. 

Sex-toy parties go beyond simple 
commercialism and can teach women 
about their sexuality according to Patty 
Brisben, founder of Pure Romance. 

“We are not about the sale of a product— 
we are about the education behind it,” she 
said. “Our mission is to provide a very safe 
environment for women to learn about and 
discuss sex and sexuality The bottom line 
is that people will not use their products 
if they don’t know how to use them or are 
intimidated.” 

In fact, partygoers may rely on 
consultants to expand their knowledge 
about sexuality in general: A 2009 study by 
researcher Debby Herbenick and others 
at Indiana University’s Center for Sexual 
Health Promotion found that sex-toy party 
consultants often are asked for accurate 
sex advice and may even have backgrounds 
in health or sexual education.

Facebook rolls out 
new App Center

Facebook users who haven’t discovered the 
joys of FarmVille or plugged in to the sounds 
of Spotify will be getting an easier way to find 
apps that run on the site. 

On Thursday the site unveiled Facebook 
App Center, a clearinghouse for social apps that 
sounds a lot like Apple’s online store. And while 
most likely will remain free (with some making 
money through in-game purchases), Facebook 
will also now allow paid apps on the site. 

“For the over 900 million people that use 
Facebook, the App Center will become the 
new, central place to find great apps like Draw 
Something, Pinterest, Spotify Battle Pirates, 
Viddy and Bubble Witch Saga,” Facebook’s 
Aaron Brady wrote on the site’s page for de- 
velopers. 

The center will be available on the Web and 
on both Apple’s iOS and Google’s Android 
operating systems. It will roll out to users in 
the next few weeks, according to Brady’s post. 

Facebook will use “a variety of signals, such 
as user ratings and engagement” to determine 
which apps are added to the App Center and 
which get most prominently displayed. 


“Well-designed apps that people enjoy 
will be prominently displayed,” Brady wrote. 
‘Apps that receive poor user ratings or don’t 
meet the quality guidelines won’t be listed.” 

Developers are being asked to create an 
app detail page that will give potential users 
details about the app and be accessible to 
Web searches. Those pages are due by May 18, 
signaling that a full rollout might not happen 
until after then. 

Most initial tech-world reactions Thursday 
were positive. 

“So far, I see nothing not to thumbs-up 
here,” Matt Peckham wrote for Time. ‘A 
user-related ranking and inclusion system? A 
chance to investigate an app before installing 
it? A way for developers to compete on more 
level terms with Apple and Google with re- 
gard to app pricing? Everything in one central 
location? App agnosticism when it comes to 
platform and installation? 

“Sure, it means a little extra work for devel- 
opers and new challenge metrics for getting 
an app included as well as made visible, but 
the end benefits for users, at least on e-paper, 
seem broadly win-win at this point.”

‘Man vs. Wild’ host 
survives new book 


CNN 

Best known for hosting Discovery Chan- 
nel’s popular series “Man vs. Wild,” British 
extreme adventurist Bear Grylls recently 
released his autobiography, “Mud, Sweat & 
Tears.” 

The book is essentially the story of how 
Grylls became the grub-eating, naturalist 
risk taker who has captivated a global audi- 
ence. 

Earlier this year, Grylls and Discovery 
failed to come to contract agreements, so 
at the moment he’s searching for a new TV 
project. Meanwhile he’s enjoying a bit of suc- 
cess for his appearances in a series of Degree 
deodorant commercials. 

Grylls sat down for a chat in New York as 
he was preparing for a book signing. 

Everyone knows about the extreme condi- 
tions you put yourself through. Do you 
write in extreme conditions? 

No, I didn’t want to be away filming, then 
get home and be a dad and be writing. So I 
made a rule: I would only write on flights. 
And I had a load of those. Maybe i8 months 
on a plane. So I didn’t write at home; I need 
every sense and focus when I’m there. 

At this point for you, which is harder for 
you: surviving a publisher deadline or sur- 
viving deadly conditions? 

Well, the deadlines aren’t going to kill you. 

I don’t adhere strictly to deadlines— writing 
ones. It’s always going to be delayed because 
stuff takes longer. ... I always figure no rush. 

I take the deadly deadlines more serious 
than the publisher’s deadlines. 


The first third of the book, you discuss your 
formative years. You seem like a pretty 
well-adjusted guy. No rebellious drug 
phase or dark Goth phase. 

I think there was more stumbling than that, 
but I was focused. I found at a young age 
that I could do well at what I loved. 

In the early chapters, it becomes evident 
that you’re not self-conscious about your 
body. In fact, you seem to generally OK 
with getting naked. 

Yeah, I grew up on an island so for me, I was 
always running around naked. Still am when 
I’m around good friends. I loved it in my 
workouts in the morning, at dawn, without 
any clothes on, doing pull-ups on the bar. I 
loved that. Obviously on the show, you’re 
always getting naked diving in the water, but 
the truth is, however many days of filming. 
I’m going to get my skiws off and have a 
wash. 

But they always film that and that’s out 
of my control. I’m usually naked for about 
3 minutes over four days, but that happens 
to be 3 minutes of the show It’s a little 
bit harsh, but when I’m relaxed and with 
friends and stuff. I’m always skinny dipping 
in the sea. I love all of that. 

Are you working on any shows for this year 
or next? 

Yeah, well we’re kind of offers and ideas 
coming in at the moment. We’re just trying 
to be smart and wise. Definitely making 
programs that are about adventure and 
empowering people. That’s been the driving 
force for me in the TV side of my life.

If the title character of TV’s “Sherlock” ever 
went looking for Hollywood’s Holmes, it 
would be the quickest case in the history of 
scenery-chewing sleuths. 

That’s because Benedict Cumberbatch— 
who plays a modern-day version of fiction’s 
greatest detective on the British import now 
airing Sundays on PBS’ “Masterpiece Mys- 
tery!”— lives in a vintage Venice wood-frame 
house that sits less than two blocks from 
the sleek offices of Robert Downey Jr., who 
plays Holmes on the big screen. 

“It’s just right over there,” Cumberbatch 
said as he sat at his dining-room table. “I 
should go throw eggs or do something. I’ve 
never met him. I think he got a few {press} 
questions and then after a few more he was 
like ‘Who is this kid Cumberbatch?’ ” 

%u won’t hear that question in Britain, 
where “Sherlock” is a full-tilt prime-time sen- 
sation. The show, created by “Doctor Who” 
veterans Steven Moffat and Mark Gatiss and 
based on Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s stories, 
co-stars Martin Freeman as Dr. John Watson. 
The show is playful but it’s not as proudly daft 
as “Doctor Who.” Holmes also doesn’t spend 


as much time smiling at people. 

“If he’s charismatic, it’s an accident of who 
he is,” Cumberbatch said. “He’s an odd en- 
tity He’s sociopathic and there is a vicarious 
thrill you get watching someone who carves 
his way through bureaucracy and mediocrity 
like a hot knife through butter.” 

The second season finds Holmes himself 
under the magnifying glass, Cumberbatch 
says. 

“He’s a deconstructed and more vulner- 
able character who is easier to relate to and 
care about,” the 35-year-old actor said. “But 
it’s a slow learning curve. He’s still stagger- 
ingly smart, violent, physically capable, ir- 
reverent, comically rude — to idiots or any- 
one vaguely in his way— and dangerous.” 

Americans are getting clued into “Sher- 
lock”— more than 3 million viewers tuned 
in to the second season premiere that aired 
May 6 on PBS. Two more episodes air at 8 
p.m. Sunday and May 20. 

But how long will this Sherlock stay at the 
scene of the crime? The actor is hearing the 
siren call of larger screens. Cumberbatch has 
appeared in Steven Spielberg’s “War Horse” 
and got strong reviews for his work in “Tin- 


ker Tailor Soldier Spy,” which added to a 
film resume that already included ‘Amazing 
Grace” and ‘Atonement.” 

Later this year, Cumberbatch will reteam 
with Freeman in New Zealand on the set of 
“The Hobbit: There and Back Again,” the 
concluding half of Peter Jackson’s two-film 
adaptation of the Tolkien fantasy classic. 
He’ll voice the Necromancer of Dol Guldur 
and do the voice and motion-capture per- 
formance for the great dragon Smaug the 
Golden. 

Cumberbatch is also at work on a project 
that could transform his career with warp- 
speed whiplash— he’s playing the villain in 
the new “Star Trek” feature film. 

Notoriously secretive director J.J. Abrams 
is keeping the film beneath a cloaking de- 
vice, but the Internet is certain that Cum- 
berbatch’s role is the tyrannical Khan. Cum- 
berbatch flinched at the topic, as if he isn’t 
allowed to hear the question, much less utter 
an answer. 

Looking ahead, he said his goal is to steer 
away from typecasting and repeating him- 
self “I want to be able to play trailer-bound 
fatties in a Judd Apatow comedy,” he said.
